The House yesterday passed the bill chang - 
ing the method of taxing rallroads and re- 
pealing the railroad charters to this effect. 

In our judgment the House has done a 
wrong thing. The State granted in the 
original chartera to the railroads cer- 
tain privileges to induce and ald 
their construction. The roads were 
built under such cliartered privileges. The 
State has reaped incalculable benefit from 
such roads in the development of country 
and the immense addition to her wealth. 
The cher.ered privileges of these roads stand 
as vested rights which the State has no 
power to touch. And the courts will so hold. 

Let us see what the railroads have done for 
the country. The flve great railroad centres 
of the State, Bibb, Chatham, Richmond, Ful - 
ton and Muscogee, absolutely hold one-third 
of the wealth of the State. The statistics 
stand thus:

Mr. Cook, of Georgia, has introduced 
a bill inthe House, which provides for the 
refunding of the tax collected on raw cotton 
from 1863 to 1868. Recognizing the deple- 
ted condition of the public treasury and the 
fact that sufficient revenue may not be col- 
lected to meet the current expenses, the 
present bill proposes to i:sue thirty-year 
bonds, bearing 5 per cent. interest, payable 
in gold, to an amount eqn to the whole 
tax collected; and provides that since the 
several States can more conveniently and 
satisfactorily refund said 1 x than the Gov- 
ernment of the United States,“ therefore 
these bonds shall be isiu.d to the several 
States in which the tax wes collected. The

The Fort St. Philip Canal. 


Congress seems to be in a mood to open 
the mouth of the Mississippi to ships of the 
deepest draught; and the projected canal 
from Fort St. Philip clearly has the inside 
track, The engiseers of the army, big and 
little, have pronounced for that route; all 
official testimony is that way inclined, and 
yet the people “to the manner born” tell 
tough stories about the section through 
which it is proposed to dig the canal. It is 
only seven miles from the starting 
point at the Fort to the waters 
of the Galf, but these seven miles traverse a 
sea of soft, black marsh-mud, into which a 
pole can be easily pushed for twenty-five 
fect. The mud is underlaid with a moving, 
volatile quicksand, 500 feet deep. . The 
Louisiana State Register claims that these 
statements are fully justified by the field 
notes of a recent exploring party of Engi- 
neers. If half the reports relative to the Bt. 
Philip route be true, the canal would absorb 
money faster than a Credit Mobilier ; it 
would be a veritable bottomless pit for the 
nation’s money.

The Senate yesterday declined by a ma- 
jority of three to indefinitely postpone the 
bill amending the Constitution by removing 
the capitol from Atlanta to Milledgeville, 
and put down the bill for discussion on 
Monday next. This was exactly right. Let 
the matter be fully discussed. A number of 
opponents of the bill voted for this disposi- 
tion of itin order to afford the friends of the

No point 
can show such claim to the honor of having 
the seat of the State government as Atlanta. 
The very monarch of the convention move- 
ment is in favor of Atlanta remaining the 
capital.

The doing away of the assessors bas been a 
saving of $!,600,000. Tie receipt for cus- 
toms for last month will reach $13,000,000. 

REDUCTION. 

The War Department has inaugurated the 
redaction movement. A large number of 
clerks were the recipients of “yaller kivers“ 
on the last day of January, and more will 
be this month. Forty-eight clerks walked 
the plank at the Internal Revenue Saturday. 


ECONOMY. 


While the fit is on, all that is necessary is to 
put in force an unrepealed law of 1863, which 
prescribes that the hours of labor in the 
Executive Depaitments shall be ten hours 
from April to October, and eight hours from 
October to April, and with the increased 
hours of labor—six being the rule now— 
quite a reduction can be made even after the 
drones are smoked out.

The following laa syaopeis of the minority report 
of the Jadiciary Oomm ittee on the bill repealing the 
act of 1870, in reference to the Auzusta and Sam- 
merville Redlway Company : 

The charter of the Augusts and Summerville Rall 

road is comprised in three acts, viz: The acts of 
March and December, 1864, and the act of October, 
1872 Itisthis last acttne bill proposes to repeal: 
By this course valuable rights ef property will be 
placed im jeopardy, which, under the act of 1870, 
have become legal aud vested. Under the acts of 
1866 the franchise granted the raliroai was limited to 
horse power and dummy engines. By con- 
tract and the ordinances amendatory of 
the contract, the railroad obtained the right from the 
city, in 1867, fret, to make throngh connection with 
sailroa’s terminating in Augusta; and to carry out 
this eud (second) to use steam on Washington street. 
The valility of these contracts, as respects the power 
of both corporations, might be questioned, and in 
order to va'idate the contracis the firet Legislature 
which convened thereafter passe’ the act of Uctober, 
1870. This acte simply confirmed the contracts and 
the ordinances in the nature of a contract which had 
heen made by the corporations. That this at made 
the righte for whick the railroad had contracted and by 
ordicance acquired a part of their charter the under- 

signed cannot doubt, Oan the Legts:ature repeal 
these chartered franchises? There are two difficul- 

ties in the way. The general law, Code section 1681. 

provides that the Logislature can repeal the charter 

of a private corporation if the right to repeal is not 
negativ;dintbe grant. The undersigned maintain 

that this power reserved by the general law to repeal 

ig a limited one and is to be construed suodject to 

that organic and fundamental law which 

prohibits a State from passing 


a law impairicg the obligation cf contracts 
Rights vested by virtue of @ contract with third par- 
tics, ag in the case under consideration, cannot be 
unpa red by a repcal or modidca jon of tLe charter on 
de part of ihe Legislature, It can take awiy only 
what it guvo. Is cannot take away what the corposa- 
tio: has acquired by contract. This doctrine and 
distinction das been judicially announced by the 
cupreme Court of the United States in Miller vs. the 
State, wh re a similar reservation in powers 
in the laws of New ork over private ccrpo- 
rat.ous gas there reviewed (15 Wallace, 498, 49). 
Bat were this poyer of rejeal withont limits, and did 
it enable the Legisiature to override all contract 
rights vested in corporations, to exerciee it in the 
present case, the unders'gued, forthe most obvious 
reasous, woald deem it unjast end unwise, Pro- 
tection to person and property is ths paramount 
duty of the gove:nment. Tue feinchises confirmed 
by the ao. of 1870 have become valuable property on 
the faith of this act. Ihe stock of the company is 
now selling at par. If these contracts are amended 
the company is bankrupt. To repeal is to destroy 
values which the Legislature has enabled its own 
cresture to contract fur and acquire. The charge of 
monopoly is made.
